LONDON, Oct, 81;—George Bernard Shaw 
today was asked hig opinion concerning the 
action of the New York police who today 
suppressed his play,i” Mra. Warren's Pro- 
fession,” as the result of the press’ adverse 
criticism. He said: * 

“If Police Commissioner McAdoo has 
earned by his public services the confidence 
of the American people as a man of higher 
character, deeper insight into the social 
needs, and moral problems, or greater con- 
cern for the good of the community than I 
dt is not for me to question Ais qualifications 
or to incite Mr. Daly to resist his authority. 

“I have a certain reputation in this world 
which will not. be altered by Mr. McAdoo'’s 
conviction that I am a blackguard. The 
New York police have a certain reputation 
in the world, and that also will not be altered 
by my conviction. I know my own business 
better than they do. 


Is Proud of His Work. 

“In the opinion of the police, prostitution 
fs a permissible subject for the stage only 
when it is made agreeable. In my opinion 
the numerous plays In which i is made 
agreeable should be counterbalanced by plays 
in which its sordid cause ie exposed. 

“TJ am extremely proud of having written 
the play. It has madegne more friends than 
any other work of mine, especially among 
serious women. 
of the same stamp in, America, and these 
friends will keep steadily pressing two ques- 
tions: 

“ Are the facts exposed in‘ Mrs. Warren’s 
Profession ' denied? If not, in whose inter- 
ests are they suppressed? 

“Tt will be seen more and more clearly that 
the police, doubtless with the best intentions, 
are protecting, not public morality, but the 
interests of the most dangerous class—name- 
ty: the employers who pay women less than 
subsistence wages, overwork them merciless- 
ly, and grind profits for themselves out of 
the pith of the nation.

Witte Appeals to Editors. 

Count de Witte yesterday summoned thirty 
newspaper editors, and appealed to them to 
assist the gOvernment in calming the coun- 
try. He told his visitors that it was im- 
possible to’ govern without the support of 
public opinion. The czar, he said, sincerely 
desired reforms, but wavered between op- 
posite opinions. It was most desirable that 
the press should show moderation at a mo- 
ment when reactionary influences are to be 
feared. 

The editors responded coolly. M. Suveren of 
the Novoe Vremya pointed out that the 
government had made repeated concessions 

on paper, but only when the situation be- 
It was necessary, he said, 
that the government prove that its promises 
would be acted upon. Hitherto this never 
been done. Moreover, the manifesto con- 
tained important omissions. It did not 
grant amnesty to ‘political prisoners. This 


was indispensable. 


Count de Witte replied that the question - 


of amnesty was being considered. 


‘Insist Troops Must Go. 
Other editors demanded | that the troops 


| be withdrawn from St. Petersburg, that all 
- forms of martial law be abolished, and that 


Gen, Trepoff be removed, because he repre- 
sented the military bureaucracy.’

WILD SCENES IN ST. PETERSBURG. 
. [BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. } 

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 31, 12:20 p. m.— 
The Russian capital blossomed out with flags 
and bunting today. Last night’s demonstra- 
tions continued almost until morning. <A 


. procession of 5,000 persons with red flags 


paraded the Nevsky prospect until 4 o’clock 
singing the ‘‘ Marseillaise,” and they then 
moved down Litania street to the Russian 
bastile at the corner of Shpalernia street, 
where for an hour they made the welkin ring 
with revolutionary songs. Immediately ep- 
posite stood the well filled Cossack barracks, 
and the crowd took particuler delight in 
howling maledictions in that direction, 

As the afternoon advanced the crowds be- 
came more unruly, and there seemed to be 
momentary danger of greater... disorders, 
The workmen all over left their work and 
drifted to the center of the city, massing 
before the Kazan cathedral. Fully 100,000 
persons gathered in the great square, com- 
pletely filling the space between the spread- 
ing colonnades of the cathedral, whose 
wings, like St. Peter's at Rome, stretch out 
like arms on either side. 

The spectacle was impressive. - In the 
gathering gloom the red banners massed be- 
hind the speakers on- the cathedral steps 
seemed like splashes of blood against the 
gray, cold, imposing edifice. The orators 
were mostly students and workmen. Their 
appeals kindled the wildest enthusiasm in 
the crowds, which included hundreds of 


women and girl students. 


“On to the Bastile.” 

The oratory continued for hours, and while 
it wae in progress a procession was formed 
with students at its head bearing red flags. 

A cry was set up of “ To the bastile,”’ and 
the pracession started in that direction. Prep- 
arations had been made against attempts to 
storm the political prison, termed the bas- 
tile, and all the afternoon two companies of 
the Semenoffsky regiment and four squad- 
rons of hussare were drawn up on Shpalernia 
etreet, with amplereserves ineide. 

The leaders of the procession, however, had 
already had been advised that count de Witte 
had announced that an amnesty proclamation 
was being prepared and led the procession to 
the Nevsky prospect and the Nicholas sta- 
tion, followed by an immense crowd, all sing- 
ing and shouting. Complete darkness had 
settled down before their return. 


200,000 at Kazan Cathedral. 

At the Kazan cathedrai the procession was 
joined by the thousands there, and singing 
the “* Ma, weillaise ” and shouting for a con- 
stituent assembly, the human tide, now com- 
posed of fully 200,000 persons, swept down the 
avenue and across the palace bridge to the 
university in the Vasil!

A few strand- 
ed carriages serve as platforms for students 
and other orators to harangue the multitude. 
All the speakers urge the people to use their 
present liberty to the utmost pending ful- 
fillment of the promises contained in the 
ezar’s manifesto. 

Speaking from. the balcony of the gov- 
enor’s palace, Gen. Kaulbars, commander ia 
ehief of this military district, congratulated 
the dense crowd upon attaining constitu- 
tional freedom. He saluted a red flag carried 
by the students. 


D Fresh Dematrids on Czar. 

‘The, city council has, formed itself into a 
temporary committee of public safety in the 
presence of delegates from all the local rev- 
ofatlonary branches of trade gullda, indus- 
trial organizations, the Jewish bund, ‘and 
learned professions. The committee has de- 
creed the expulsion of the military, ‘disarma- 
ment of the police, deposition of the civil gov- 
ernor, immediate creation of.a citizen mili- 
tia, and the instant release of all untried 
political prisoners. The committee also has 
formulated an urgent appeal for full am- 
nesty for all political prisoners alteady con- 
demned. .A copy of these decrees was handed 
to Gen. Kaulbare, who immediately removed 
the troops beyond the city boundaries. 


Many Persons Killed. 
It is reported the civil governor has fled. 


Unfortunately the rejoicings have been + 


marred by disturbances, resulting. in many 
persons being killed or wounded. 

The cause of the outbreaks is not easy to 
discover. The populace ascribe them to de- 
liberate provocation by the Cossacks and the 
police resenting the triumphal manifesta- 
tions. One scrimmage took place itn the 
square in front of the bourse, where a man 
shot a Cossack’s horse. . Thisled to an imme- 
diate attack upon the crowd. Many were 
injured by the Cossacks’ whips. 

The municipality protested to Gen. Kaul- 
bars, who took the view that the Cossacks 
had been attacked. He sald he could not per- 
mit any Insults to his majesty’s troops. 


Attack on the Jews. 

Meanwhile Jew baiting bas begun in Dal- 
niteky street. Fifty men alleged to have been 
disguised as police, followed by a mob of 
roughs, attacked the Jewish shops. Students 
and other sympathizers hastened to the res- 
cue of the Jews. Then the Cossacke arrived 
on a gallop and began firing - on all sides. 
Many persone were killed or Wounded. The 
whole. district quickly was in an uproar of 
mixed fights. It is stated 200 have been killed 
or wounded.

BLOOD FLOWING IN POLAND. 

LODZ, Russian Poland, Oct. 31.—Several 
collisions occurred between the mobs and the 
troops in Piotrkowski street at 7 o’clock this 
evening. The infantry fired on the mobs, 
killing two persons and wounding three, An 
hour later in Konstantin street two persons 
were killed and eight wounded. At thesame 
hour ‘a collision took place in the suburb of 
Baluty, where three persons were killed and 
eight wounded. 

The military governor has ordered the 
troops to mercilessly quell all disorder. 

At Petrokoff, in Russian Poland, It is re- 
ported that a company of reservists refused 
to obey an order to fire on the demonstrators 
today, but that the officers emptied their re- 
vyolvers and that several workmen were 
wounded oe 

At Pabianice, in Russian Poland, infantry 
fired on a procession of workmen this after- 
noon, killing eight and wounding twenty- 
four.

WARSAW IN J AN UPROAR.

GERMAN EMPEROR URGED CZAR 
TO GRANT CONSTITUTION. 


Wilhelm Declared to Have Written 
Nicholas a Series of Letters Tell- 
ing Him He Would Find the Labor 
of Ruling Russia Simplified. by 
Sharing the Responsibilities with 
Representatives Hlected by the Peo-~ 
ple—Views in Eastern Capitals. 


BERLIN, Oct. 81.—Emperor William 
ote to Emperor Nicholas last winter, sug- 
gesting that, he grant Russia a constitution. 
that should include the right-of habeas cor-. 
pus, upon which the German emperor seem- 
ingly laid stress. 

In succeeding letters Emperor William 

followed up the subject, always taking the 
view that Emperor Nicholas would find the 
labor of ruling Ruseia simplified by shar- 
ing the reaponsibilities with sleqted reprer 
sentatives, 
_ The Russian emperor’s manifesto is re- 
ceived here, therefore, with tincommon satis- 
f on in government quarters, where it is 
believed Russia will now enter upon a period 
of constitutional development. 

The correspondent of the Lokal Anzeiger 
at St. Petersburg says he has learned froma 
well informed source the following details of 
count de Witte’s interview on Monday with 
Emperor Nicholas, during which he. pre- 


-yailed upon his majesty to sign the rescript: 


The court party had been-working upon the 
emperor to prevent his signing the rescript 
when count de Witte appeared. His majesty 
‘asked the count if the imperial signature 
could not be postponed. 

The count thereupon called attention to the 
frightful condition of affairs within the em- 
pire, especially to the latest mutiny in the 
Black sea fleet, and also pointed to an im- 
portant dispatch from Berlin announcing a 
heavy drop in Russian bonds. 

Count de Witte said that not an hour must 
be lost and that the delay a day or two would 
usher ‘In a revolution, with all its horrors. 
Only: then did the emperor consent to sign. 


Recalls French Revolution. 


LONDON, Nov. 1.—[8 a. m.}]—The 
Telegraph in an edttorial says: 

**An epoch has been reached tm the for- 
tunes of czardom corresponding to the fall 
of the bastile in the history of France; but 
there is a warning as well as an inepiration 
in the great parallel of the French revolu- 
tion which through Impatience was returned 
by anarchy, massacre, and terror fo a des- 
potism mightier than the one it destroyed. 
Russia now stands at the golden moment of 
constructive compromise when everything 
depends upon controlling the forces which 
otherwise may sweep the empire into chaos. 
Let the leaders of Russian revolution remem- 
ber the fate of the Girondiste while they still 
have power to pause.”’ 


Strife Yet to Come. 

Other. papers dilate on the text that the 
emperor’s charter of freedom has still to. be 
translated into deeds, and comment on the 
difficulties which, count de Witte is likely to 
encounter from: the extremists of the revo- 
lutjonary and bureaueratic parties which, 
they say, are both Mkely to resist to the ut- 
most, any attempt at compromise and.mod- 
eration. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Morning Post points out that count de Witte 
is “only a liberal from expediency, is dis- 
trusted by all shades of popular political 
opinion, and is openly dislikéd by the aristo- 
orats.”” The correspondent adds: 

“It has been remarkéd that the count’s 
cabinet list is likely to be accepted by the 
emperor, as he could submit no names more 
distasteful than his own.”

It surmised that the office of corpora- 
tion gounsel will soon be vacated. What 
sort pf a man is then to be placed in charge 
of that important office? 

'/ Whoever is made its head should in the 
first place be a man who will unconditional- 
ly ‘Thsist upon being its head. No person 
sliould be asked or should consent to ap- 
pear before the public in control of that de- 
yartment of the city while, in fact, the de- 
partment is run by the mrayor or some other 
butside force.

He is @1- 
ready father of the king of Greece, of the 
widowed czarina, and of Queen Alexandra of 
England, father-in-law of King Bdward, aad 
of the de jure sovereign, duke of Brunswick, 
better known as the duke of Cumberland; 
grandfather of the present emperor of Rus- 
sia, of Prince George, the ruler of Crete; and 
of the reigning grand duke of Mecklenbure- 
Schwerin, rough the latter’s marriage with 
Princess Alexandra of Brunswick. 

These extensive relationships render him 
an important personality in the concert of the 
European powers. For although monarchs 
are, as a rule, extremely jealous of any inter- 
ference from the outside, even on-the part of 
their dearest and nearest relatives, yet it ts 
a notorious fact that the late Emperor Alex- 
ander of Russia allowed himself to be exten- 
sively influenced by his wonderfully clever 
mother-in-law, the late Queen Louise of Den- 
mark, who, a great lady of the ancient 
régime, Was strongly opposed to all forms of 
popular government. That Alexander III. 
was swayed by his sister-in-law, Princess 
Waldemar of Denmark (née Princess Marié 
of Orleans), into cutting himself adrift from 
the three emperor alliance in order to ally 
Russia with France, is likewise a notorious 
fact, and the bearing of these royal family 
connections upon international policy cannot 
therefore be denied.

While there may be many differences of 
opinion as to the sense of honor and of prin- 
ciple of Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria, no one 
can deny that he is one of the avatedaes and 
most astute of old world sovereigns. Indeed, 
the manner in which he has managed to 
maintain himself on the threne of Bulgaria 
for some fifteen years despite the opposition 
of- Russia during the first few yegrs of ‘his 
reign, and in the face of the repeated at- 
tempts made from without and within to re- 
move him by means of revolution, kidnap- 
ing, foreign coalitions, and even assassina- 
tion; to gradually break the boycott to which 
he was subjected by the European courts, 
and to secure his recognition as a reigning 
monarch,shows that heis a wonderfully able 
man, a worthy grandson indeed of King 
Louis Philippe. Before everything else he is 
an opportunist, sacrificing religion, family 
affections, even obligations‘involved by the 
miost solemn pledges, personal and official, 
to considerations of opportunism. 

This being admitted, it is worthy of note 
that he has completely broken off ali rela- 
tions with his elder brother, Prince Philip of 
Coburg, declining to hold any intercourse 
whatsoever with him. And what is still mor 
significant, is. that, the mother of the two 
princes, Princess Clementine of Coburg, 
known as the “ grand old woman of Europe,” 
has likewisé closed her doors to her son 
Philip. The estrangement dates back a num- 
ber of years, and the disgraceful scandals of 
Prince Philip’s private life, his unsavory dis- 
putes with his wife, and the base ingratitude 
which he has shown to Emperor Francis 
Joseph by identifying himself with the anti- 
monarchical cause in Hungary, have proved 
the last straw and the climax of the diver- 
gence between Prince Philip and his mother 
with her. younger son, Prince Ferdinand.

| BIG MEETING ENDS 
CHURCH CONGRESS. 


‘With a great massmeeting in Orchestra 
hall the conference of the Layman’s Forward 
movement of the Episcopal church in the 
Fifth district came toa close. Speakers have 
heralded this series of meetings during the 
last three days as the greatest revival of 
interest in domestic and foreign missionary 
work that Chicago has seen in the last dec- 
ade, and the crowd that gathered last even- 
ing confirmed the statement. 

Orehestra hall was crowded to the last 
rows of the balcony with members of the 
laity and the platform was filled with bishops 
and clergymen. Bishop Anderson presided. 
Bach speaker wae applauded heartily. From 
this: emphatic approval the first speaker of 
the evening, the Rev. Herman Page, drew 
a prophecy that the church of the future is 
to be distinctively a “‘ missionary church.” 

“american civilization,” he said, “ is strong 
just so far as the character of Jesus Christ 
comes into it,. There is only one or tion, 
the church, that can bring in this element, 
and the first réalization of the twentieth 
century is ofthis opportunity. If the church 
is to give the world its great needs, we must, 
to employ a useful phrase, get together, stand 
behind the rectors and support the bishops.

The plot is unusual. Marianne de Pogis is 
the divorced wife of Max de Pogis.
